Cable men for the company were at 
v-ork on the cable on Ellsw orth ave­ 
nue Wednesday afternoon making re­ 
pairs and re-hanging a section of if. 
when the section between the Stark 
Electric depot and Ea st Green street 
suddenly collapsed, falling across 
a 
guy w ire of the Columbiana 
County 
Telephone Co., which is strung across 
the street. 
From the weight of the 
cable the guy wire sagged onto the 
Stark Electric trolley wire. 
Instantly 
the current communicated to the guy 
w>re and to the cable, burning a hole 
in the cable and running into thocen 
Hal switchboard, and there starting 
a blaze among the mass of small in- > 
sulated wires. 
Each wire in the cable ; 
curried in some of the current, and 
so much coming in at one time passo’l j 
through tin- lightning arresters in ih e j 
central office and reached the switch-1 
beard. 
Consternation bordering on a panic 
e; sued among the 
operators. 
W ire 
( 1 ief 
Oscar 
Hägerstrand, 
compre- 
ht nding at once what had occurred, 
instructed one of the operators 
to 
summon 
the 
fire 
department 
by 
'phone, and started at once, assisted 
by M iss M arie Ream, chief operator, 
to quench the flames by deluging the 
interior of the switchboard with fine 
si.ml, which is kept on hand for just 
such 
emergencies. 
They were 
suc- 
cessful in smothering the blaze w ith­ 
in a few 
minutes, 
and before any 
great damage had been done. 
The 
assistance of the fire deaprtment was 


not necessary. 
The burning out of several of the 
wires, combined 
with the fact that 
the fine sand thrown in extinguishing 
the blaze, which lodged in the jacks 
and caused some trouble, served to 
th ro w ta large number of ’phones out 
of ser ice temporarily.
